Rental Housing 
Need Amplified 


A Friday survey of Upland 
real estate firms revealed that 
the always’ bleak rental pic- 
ture for Upland is considerably 
worse than usual as the sum- 
mer draws to a close and the 
fall influx of people begins. 

Only a.few exceptions were 
found to the general rule that 
no rental apartments or houses 
are listed with the real estate 
firms. Several realtors had _ list- 
ings, but expected to see the 
rentals occupied immediately. 

All realtors questioned con- 
firmed that any rental _list- 
. ings are soon disposed of. They 
also agreed that while any type 
of rental housing is scarce 
here, low cost rentals large 
enough for families is most 
direly needed. 

The realtors were in general 
agreement that many more 
rentals of varying sizes are 
desperately needed in Upland 
to house the many new resi- 
dents moving into the com- 
munity.

Montana Should Help Us- 
With Its Mineral Deposits 


Wonder what Arnold Olsen, attorney gen- 
eral of Montana, would think if the following 
thing should happen. 

Mr. Olsen's phone rings. Pat Brown, Cali- 
fornia attorney general, is on the line and says: 

“Mr. Olsen, population growth has put Cali- 
fornia to heavy expense in paying old-age 
pensions. Your state has a rich source of in- 
come from copper mining. Copper mining 
isn't much of an industry down here. Will you 
please set aside a substantial share of your 
annual copper profits as a gift to California 
earmarked to apply on our pension costs? 

Such an imaginary request shouldn't strike 
Mr. Olsen as unreasonable or even peculiar 
Only a week or so ago at a meeting with offi- 
cials of a handful of other states, called for the 
purpose af seeking supreme court action to 
nullify the Tidelands Oil act, Mr. Olsen was 
quoted as saying: “Our state is desperate for 
new schools and if we win this case Montana 
will at last be able to afford the schools and 
teachers it needs.” 

In other words. we should finance Man- 
tana schools with California oil. 

The Tidelands Oil act simply guarantees 
to California and other tidelands oil states 
the same clear title to their oil that Montana 
enjoys with respect to her own minerai re- 
sources. 

Would Montana’s attorney general be wrill- 
ing to share Montana's copper with us? 


Knowland As Candidate For | 
Governor Is New Suggestion 


An interesting political suggestion is the 
one that puts U. S. Senater William F. Know- 
land as a candidate for governor of California. 
Homer D. King, an ardent Democrat and edi- 
tor of The Hemet News, has published the sug- 
gestion about Senator Knowland changing 
from his high position in the U. S. senate to 
the governor's mansion in Sacramento. 

“Q@ne of the main arguments put forward 
by the faction mentioning Knowland as War- 
ren’s successor is that as governor of the na- 
tion’s second largest state, he would gain the 
administrative experience needed to give bal- 
ance io his broad legislative background.” Mr. 
King said, and then added: “Spec&lation on 
Knowland‘s plans also assumes that he is 
pointing toward the presidency.” 

Backers of Knowland claim he would have 
a better chance of getting the nomination as a 
governor than as a senator regardless of how 
well known or powerful. 

“It is also argued that Knowland could avoid 
a very teuchy situation by moving into the 
state’s executive mansion,” Mr. King said.

It would be a practical solution to the 
state’s political situation and give California 
another able, courageous leader.

Upland, Rialto © 
Show Decreases 
In Expenditures 


Upland was one of two of the 
nine larger cities in San Bernar- 
dino county for which decreased 


spending was reported by the 


California Taxpayers’ association 
for the ‘year 1951-52 over the 
1950-51 fiseal year. 

A total of $368,408 was the 
1951-52 total, compared to $370,- 
457 the previous year. A reduc- 
tion of $2,149 in expenditures by 
the City of Upland was the only 
reduction 6f spending by the 
nine larger cities of the county, 
other than a decrease reported 
for Rialto. Other majer eities in- 
creased their spending substan- 
tially last year. 

A study of the expenditures for 
different functions of city gov- 
ernment for the two annual per- 
iods reveals the deerease in ex- 
penditures largely due in a drop 
in the spending of the health 
and sanitation department, with 
$44,303 spent in 1951-52 and 
$63,658 in 1950-51. 

Other departments of the city 
showed little difference in ex-
